Montgomery, March 27.—Because of 
inflammatory matter in a local negro 
paper, the Colored Alabamian, Sheriff 
Hood has withdrawn his permission 
for a meeting of negroes in the court­ 
house at which a protest was to be 
made on the attitude of the administra­ 
tion at Washington toward the race 
This meeting had been called by Bish 
Dp Alstork and a number of others in 
what had been taken to be an anti- 
Taft movement in the state. 
Sheriff Hood, addressing the editor 
of the paper, said: 
"In view of your 
editorial, which is calculated to arouse 
racial prejudice, creating a condition 
that bodes no good, but much harm to 
both races, especially the negro, who 
must be the greatest sufferer in any 
conflict aroused by foolish and unwise 
leaders and agitators, I withdrew my 
consent for political meeting's to be 
held in the county courthouse. As the 
custodian of the courthouse, the prop­ 
erty of the taxpayers of Montgomery 
county, I cannot give my consent for 
Its use to men who write incendiary 
articles and make incendiary speeches, 
calculated to stir up strife and dis­ 
turb the harmony and good feeling 
that e x ists now and is so d esirable be 
tween th e w h ites and blacks of this 
city and county.”

At the bedside when death came 
were Choso Kock, Japanese consul 
general at San Francisco: Morris Wil­ 
son and Colonel W. A. Simpson, per­ 
sonal friends of Mr. Stevens, and Drs. 
Zu rn walt, Terry and Huntington. 
Mr. Stevens regained consciousness 
only once after the operation and then 
said he was In great pain. The attend­ 
ing physicians reported at 6 o’clock 
Wednesday night that death was cer­ 
tain in a few hours and operated in 
the faint hope of saving his life. 
Consul Kccke was greatly affected 
by the death of Stevens. 
Relatives 
are on the way from New York and the 
body will remain here awaiting their 
disposition. 
In Whan Chang, Korean, who fired 
the shots which proved fatal to Set- 
vens, when informed at the jail of his 
victim’s death, received the news with­ 
out any surprise and with manifest 
delight. 
Since the day of the shooting Chang 
has been expressing the hope that 
Stevens’ wounds might prove fatal. 
When asked if he was sorry for what 
he had done Chang said:
